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Are You A Prophet?

E have been taught to think of a prophet 

as one who foretells the future; but the 
mission of the prophet is very much 
greater than that of one who foretells human 
events. This is only a minor part of prophecy. 
Much light has been cast on the work of the 
great prophets of the world through inscriptions 
uncovered in excavations. We find that the 
prophet was stirred to prophecy by the events 
around him. He saw at the same time the potential- 
ity of man and the sacredness of the trust placed 
upon him; but he also saw that men were missing 
the mark in their wrong thinking. 


I thought that Israel alone furnished great proph- 
ets. and that these wise men belonged to certain 
periods in the world’s history. But in the light of 
later revelation I see that every religion has its 
prophets, and that there has not been a time in the 
progress of man when they have not been point- 
ing the way to right living, for those whom we 
know as prophets are men of great integrity of 
character, and their influence is commensurate with 
the quality of their power. 

The prophets of Israel gave a supreme message, 
for theirs was the deep, inner, vision, and their 
lives were consecrated to the finding of God and to 
the knowing of the Divine Will of the One God. 
They were fearless in their warnings when they saw 
the children of Israel doing wrong. It took courage 
to stand before kings and tell them what their deeds 
were leading to, but these men of God thought not 
of consequences to themselves, and each gave his in- 
dividual message to the world. 

The word prophet, used in Hebrew, come from 
Babylonian, Assyrian, or Arabic. Its meaning was, 
He who speaks a very special message for another. 
These words came to mean, He who speaks a special 
word for God: hence one who having touched God 
very closely, could learn the Divine Will and pur- 
pose, and sneak with authority. 

What makes a prophet? What is he? Are you 
a prophet? A prophet is made by his close touch 
with God. He is divinely conscious of his perfect 
inheritance. He is a messenger of God carrying 
authority. Thus saith the Lord is the way he intro- 
duces his message, because his heart is pure and 
his strength correspondingly great. I wish there 
were millions of modern prophets walking among 
men speaking with Divine sanction as a result of 


consecrated living. 

All who hear the Spirit of God speaking in the 
soul of man and live by the Word may be pro- 
phetic in their expression. If we consciously live, 
move, and have our being in God, we are worthy 
of the high calling. Prophets are not men chosen ~ 
by God, but men who choose God before all else, 
and who choose to live the life because they see its 


value. God chooses us all to give messages. Spirit 
is ever life, love, power, joy, with us. Elijah, 


Amos, Daniel, Hosea, Ezekiel, Isaiah, Malachi, and 
their comrades in prophecy, were, so consecrated to 
the search for God that they gave themselves to 
Him and lived for that. Many of the prophets were 
humble men but not limited. We find that Isaiah 
was of the nobility, however, station makes no dif- 
ference. As we open ourselves in full consecration 
do we become true channels for the Spirit to speak 
eee: The message comes when the channel is 
clear. 

Moses on the Mount of consciousness hears the 
heavenly voice because his soul is open. And God 
said unto Moses, “I Am That I Am,” and he said, 
“Thus shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, 
I Am hath sent me unto you.” 

His is the work of liberating his people, of 
leading them out of the land of bondage. Moses 
felt himself “slow of speech” and he wished to send 
Aaron, who was quick of speech. So it was that 
Aaron spoke for Moses and for God. “And Aaron 
spoke all the words which the Lord had spoken 
unto Moses.” He opened himself as an instrument 
for the expression of the Divine Will. 

Are we open channels? How shall we prepare 
ourselves to carry the message as true prophets? 
The qualifications are consecration,—living Truth, 
knowing God, radiating Spirit—fearlessness, faith, 
a true vision—seeing life as Universal Love. The 
prophets did not think a special process out. It 
was not a self-conscious process, nor an intellectual 
one, but simply a giving of the soul to Universal 
Love. 

Pictures of great moments in the lives of the 
prophets of Israel fill one’s thought with the images 
of men who loved the Lord. Isaiah prophesying 
the Christ kingdom on earth! Amos with his flocks 
in the open listening to the heavenly voice and 
watching the stars, but at the same time seeing the 
signs of the times! In the vast silences of the open 
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places, the Lord spoke to Amos, telling him to 
prophesy unto his people Israel. This divinely cons- 
cious man saw that these people were only children 
seeking to worship in festivals and idolatry. But 
these people stopped in the midst of their wild 
ways at Bethel to listen to the words of Amos, the 
herdsman. l 

Always we hear the authoritative. “Thus saith 
the Lord.” The prophet needs no help in the ex- 
ternal to get his message over . He knows that God 
is speaking, and he pays no attention to the opinion 
of people nor heed to consequences. 

The Bible has lived because it is a record of the 

- lives of such men. All that touches the Universal 
is everlasting. When prophecy is closed religion 
dies. People must be open to the living God. No 
book or personality can speak a final word. Has 
Revelation ceased? Has any religion a finality of 
touch? No, the power of God is always active, and 
each one gets his own message if he listens. The 
message is directly spoken by God to man. 

A great mistake of differing churches is the fal- 
lacy that any group or organization has the only 
way to Truth. Revelation is constant in the devel- 
oping life of man. God is ever revealing, and he 
who sees truly this revelation and lives true to it, is 
a prophet speaking the word of God. 

Has the prophet his ideal? Yes, that he shall 
know perfect freedom in God! His message is 
then direct. He looks at the temporal from the 
light of Eternity; and he gives to each human ex- 
perience the meaning it has in relation to God. 

Let us become prophets of this age! Each one of 
the human family is endowed with the powers of 
prophecy. He holds within his soul the power of 
the Living Word—-the life, love, power, joy, af 
God. . 

A saint was sitting contemplating in rapturous 
ecstacy the glory of the Divine Presence, the radiant 
Omnipresent One. A shadow fell across the cosmic 
splendor of this perfect revelation, and the dark 
form of Satan arose. The saint speaking in living 
accents sees only the real, “Satan, thee too, I love!” 
And scarcely were the words spoken before the 
truth of being was revealed. Immediately Satan 
was transformed to an angel of light. Here is the 
message of the true prophet—the prophet who is 
needed to-day. 

The prophet is baptized of the Holy Spirit, love 
and only love. And the Voice of God acknowledges 
him. “This is my beloved son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” And the messenger goes forth with the 
holy message, “I Am hath sent me unto you.” 

Are we prophets? Let us think of holy things, 
speak the living Word, and “do the works of Him 
who sent us,” Then, are we prophets, indeed!

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How I Found the Goodness of God

NE Sunday about sixteen years ago, I listened 
O to a sermon which made a lasting impression 
' upon me. It caused a depression as well as 
an impression. I have learned since, however, that 
it is true that “All things work together for good 
to those that love God.” A little incident that may 
seem anything but good at the time, often turns our 
thoughts in the right direction. In climbing the 
mountains we go down hill at times in order to 
rise to higher levels. 

This particular morning, I awakened, feeling tired 
and languid, but prepared breakfast for the family 
after which I helped my four children get ready 
for Sunday school. When they were off, the en- 
suing quietness gave me an interval in which to 
think, and the question arose, “Shall I go to 
church?” The decision was, “Yes, I will go. A 
good sermon will brace me up.” I was further en- 
couraged when I found that the subject of the 
sermon was: “The Goodness of God.” 

I know that God is good. God had spoken 
through Moses about being abundant in goodness 
and truth, and in Ex. 83:10, said, “I will make all 
my goodness pass before thee.” I did not need 
the assurance of Ps. 33:5, to know, “The earth is 
full of the goodness of God.” I had experienced, 
with David, the feeling: “I had fainted, unless 
I had believed to see the goodness of God in the 
land of the living.” (Ps. 27:10.) 

I relaxed and settled back in my seat, feeling 
that I was going to see some of the goodness of the 
Lord and be able to appropriate it, so as to ad- 
minister to the needs of my growing family with 
less fatigue. 

At this period I had not learned that. self-con- 
demnation is wrong, and I was often clouded with 
the fear that I was not giving my children the 
highest spiritual training. Now, I thought I was 
going to get some specific help. 

Although the minister rhapsodized on the good- 
ness of God, he did not drop a crumb that I could 
use in my life and problems; and the more he 
talked the farther away God seemed. He put God 
upon such a high pedestal that it seemed there was 
no way, by which I could draw nigh unto Him. 

I felt guilty and conscience stricken; although I 
could think of no special offense, I had the feeling 
that 1 was a consummate failure. 

When I went home,—purposely avoiding meeting 
anyone—I felt sad and weary. 

That sermon seemed to be a’ culminating point 
in my life, causing me to seek the goodness of God— 
in my own way, as I thought then—but now, I see 
that it was the Spirit leading me into the Light. 

Very slowly and gradually, but quite marvelous- 
ly, spiritual unfoldment took place; my environ- 
ment was changed; the right book, or sermon, or 
passage came to me as I needed it in my search for 
truth. “Ye shall seek me, and find me, when ye 
shall search for me with all your heart.” (Jer. 
29 :13.) 


Paul admonished the Galatians to walk by the 
Spirit, and named goodness as one of the fruits of 
the spirit. (Gal. 5:22.) He scientifically and def- 
initely told the churches how to be good. He said 
to think of the true, the honest, the just, the pure, 
the lovely, the good, the virtuous and the praise- 
worthy things. (Phil. 4:8.) 

Goodness being one of the qualities of God, we, 
his children have the ability to express that quality, 
also to bear all the other fruits of the spirit. We 
must not only think good thoughts, and say good 
words but follow Paul’s advice to Titus. “These 
things I will that thou affirm constantly, that they 
which have believed in God might be careful to 
maintain good works.” (Titus 3:8.) 

I feel that. I have traveled far since that Sunday 
morning, and I believe that I still have infinity. 
ahead of me in which to grow and unfold. 

No. sermon can depress me now. I should laugh 
if any one suggested that God was exalted far 
above me, for I know that God is Omnipresent, that 
we are all one with Him, and “of His goodness have 
we all received.” 


Whereas, Nature has generously supplied the 
earth with an abundance of all good things in plenty 
for all its people, therefore, I resolve this year to 
come into realization of this plenty for myself and 
to help others to do it for themselves.
